because so many of our supporters, 
engaged in labor and election 
campaign activities, seem to un- 
derestimate the fact that buildin 

and defending the Jefferson Schoo 
is also a decisive task in the fight 
for democracy and peace.” 

“The real test,” he said, “will 
come when classes begin next 
week. It is . objectively possible 
and absolutely necessary for us to 
get 2,500 enrollmerits in the more 
than 80 classes offered in our fall 
term program. But this can be 
done only if. all friends of the 
School enter upon a truly inten- 
sive campaign ror students during 


the next few’days.”
